0 . As noted in the discussions between the uoderelgned 
and Smrle, the neutralising of the iupostor does not alter the 
serious security isplications regarding the continued use of 
Subject.

Bonroee of inforaation- v4-. •'ipeara these reports are obviously being fed 
to connsctions of both C. J2 and BroSs bgr the saM source, in the best 
of our knowledge, SI end Subject are not acquainted with one aiuther. 

3> In oouclualon, we feel tbe continued exploitation of 
jUarich Bross ahoold be dlacontinued, aecurlty^wlse. since Subject was 
never officially oqiloyed, debriefing ahoold pose no siylous iaylicatlona. 
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
